Our Obligation to the Bystander 


efforts toward some well established Christian 

goal are not so effective for the kingdom as our 
unconscious influence. This truth was plainly taught 
by our Lord in his conversation with the Father at the 
grave of Lazarus, where he explained that utterance 
dy, saying, “because of the people which stand by I 
said it.’ 

Since the Lord Jesus so recognized the “people 
that stand by,” they also become a part of our obli- 
gation. It is our obligation to keep them in mind, 
doing every task in its fullest measure and letting 
no careless act or word mar our opportunity. There 
are many who have found the truth in Christ by 
seeking him with their whole heart, but heaven alone 
will reveal the number of the redeemed who have 
“incidentally” discovered their Saviour in the un- 
intended testimony of some saint, and then have gone 
on to enter into their fullest possession, A Chris- 
tian never knows who is hearing his words, or 
seeing his deeds, or feeling the influence of his 
position on some moral or spiritual issue. 

The consciousness of this condition will turn the 
thought of every Christian back to the absolute neces- 
sity of of a true heart. Goodness must become auto- 
matic. It must be a second nature with us. We must 
ring true in moments of relaxation. Yet the care- 
fulness of our Lord, in the incident noted, means 
more than that. He would have been just as true 
if he had prayed silently, but he knew that the effect 
on the bystanders would not be the same. He said 
they needed to hear him give God the glory “that 
they may believe.” This shows how clearly a bit of 
thoughtlessness may defeat the main purpose of a 
Christian life. 

Sometimes there are saints among the bystanders 
who contribute mightily to the work in hand. That

possibility must also be recognized. They were sell- 
ing slaves in the markets of Rome while Gregory 
stood by, and as they put the fair-faced British 
a on the block he inquired who they were. On 
eing told, he sighed deeply and remarked, “Alas, 
for grief that the author of darkness possess men 
of so bright countenance, and that so great grace of 
aspect bears a mind void of inward grace.” From 
that hour Gregory began to initiate the missionary 
movement that took the Gospel to Western Europe 
and ultimately to America. 

The Scriptures are astonishingly rich in this theme. 
Daniel learned the truth of his remarkable vision 
of the beast from “one of them that stood by.” The 
disciples at the ascension of the Master were per- 
plexed and hesitant as to the next move, and di- 
rectly “two men stood by” to inform them. Zech- 
ariah saw the vision of the angel “standing by” to 
bless the high priest if he would obey the divine de- 
cree. John the apostle counted it important in his 
story of the triumphal entry to tell us how the 
voice of God accompanying the spectacle affected 
the “people . . . that stood by.” The shepherds heard 
the. message of the star from the accompanying 
angels. The Master in the parable of the pounds 
makes the lord of the household. command those 
that “stood by” take away the one pound from the 
unprofitable servant. 

History, as well as revelation, speaks of the mighty 
power of incidental human contacts. It seems some- 
thing like a “happen so” that John Wesley was 
in the meeting of the Moravians where his heart was 
strangely warmed, but it was that apparently acci- 
dental heart-warming that sent him out to build his 
Spiritual world empire. 

Christians are more and more meeting in organ- 
ized movements to direct the work of the kingdom, 
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and no one can deny the great force of such organ- 
izations. Yet we realize how frequently outstand- 
ing and ostentatious church movements have failed 
to bring advancement, while God, through the service 
of some insignificant Ananias, has had his way in 
leading a Paul to the light. This should not lead 
us to think that the development of God’s work 
is left to chance influences. Many men have so 
assumed, but when those same men try to rest the 
future of the kingdom upon the force of human in- 
tellect and initiative they always fail of God’s pur- 
poses. 

This raises questions concerning the method. of 
the spizitual. What are the directions of the growth 
of God’s kingdom? What shall make its develop- 
ment sure? The answers are found in the words and 
principles and life of the Lord Jesus. The king- 
dom of heaven, said the Master, is like a man sow- 
ing seed, and the fruitage is guaranteed when the 
ood seed finds the good ground. The Master was 

imself a sower of this kind. He spread his teach- 
ings broadcast and repeatedly said, “He that hath ears, 
let him hear.” We can therefore come to the con- 
clusion that we need not be concerned about the 
direction of God’s kingdom. The method that God 
used with Paul to keep him out of Bithynia, and to 
show him the man of Macedonia calling from the 
west, is still in operation. Our responsibility is to 
follow the steps of our Lord in his work of sow- 
ing — or witnessing, as we may term it. When that 
is faithfully done the fruitage is assured. We may 
have a coveted ambition from which we seem with- 
held, but, as we taithfully witness where we are, 
the seed of truth may drop into the fallow heart 
of some bystander whom God can better send to 
the task. This is not chance, as some may think. It 
only shows how intimately God knows and cares 
for each individual while perfecting the great age- 
long and world-wide movements of his purpose. When 
men start their campaigns they lose sight of the 
individual and talk of moving men in masses, but 
the campaigns of God recognize the individuality of 
each, while keeping thg great outlines of the plan in 
mind. So infinite is his wisdom. 

How notably was the resurrected and ascended 
Christ still concerned for the bystander! When 
Stephen was being slain there was a man standing 
by who merely seemed to be one of the crowd; but 
he was a “chosen vessel” of the Lord. And will 
any one say that that fact, although then unknown 
to men, was not in the mind of the Master on that 
occasion? Doubtless it would have been sufficient for 
the dying saint had the Lord, having sent his blessed 
sustaining Spirit into his heart, given him merely 
a portion of dying grace such as thousands of the 
martyrs received. ut there were other interests 
involved. Therefore Stephen was not only sustained, 
but he was given a shining countenance and such 
a vision of the Master that he forgot all anxiet 
and pain in beholding his Lord, and cried out, a 
see .. . the Son of man standing on the right hand 
of God.” The crowd gnashed their teeth at his utter- 
ance, but there was oné bystander, the “chosen ves- 
sel,” that went from that scene with an arrow of 
conviction in his heart, prepared to recognize that 
heavenly Visitor who was so soon to meet him on 
the Damascus road. Surely Jesus had Saul, the by- 
stander, in His purposes when He gave Stephen a 
vision of His glory.

The Christian Temple 


Will you please tell me through Notes on Open Let- 
ters whether 1 Corinthians 3:16, 17 refers to the Holy 
Spirit’s indwelling a church, or the body of an individual 
believer as in 6: 19? 

{The first passage reads: “Know ye not that ye are 
a temple of God, and that the Spirit of God dwelleth 
in you? If any man destroyeth the temple of God, him 
shall God destroy; for the temple of God is holy, and 
such are ye.” The second passage reads: “Or know 
ye not that your body is a temple of the Holy Spirit 
which is in you, which ye have from God? and ye are 
not your own.”’] 

I notice that both Mr. Banks and Dr. Griffith Thomas 
in the Times of September 3 take it in the sense of an 
individual.believer. I have always understood this pas- 
sage to refer to the Holy Spirit’s indwelling the Cor- 
inthian Christians as a church. Ie seems to me that 
the context bears this out. Notice that 3:16 does not 
say “ye are temples of God” but that “ye are a temple 
of God.”—A Nova Scotia Reader. 


Paul was evidently writing to the Corinthians in a 
corporate sense, as to a group of Christians consti- 
tuting a local church, when he said to them “ye are 
a temple of God” (1 Cor. 3:16). The “exquisite 
accuracy” of the Holy Spirit’s inspiration of Scrip- 
ture does not use a singular noun with a plural pro- 
noun accidentally or carelessly, If in that passage 
the inspired apostle had been speaking of individual 
Christians as individually temples of the Holy Spirit, 
he would certainly have said “ye are temples of 
God.” The Canadian inquirer notes that such refer- 
ence to the individual Christian as a temple of the 
Holy Spirit is made in 1 Corinthians 6:19, where 
the individual’s body is spoken of as “a temple of 
the Holy Spirit.” In Ephesians 2: 20-22 we find the 
temple figure used again for Christians in the cor- 
porate or church sense: “Christ Jesus himself being 
the chief corner stone; in whom each several building, 
fitly framed together, groweth into a holy temple in 
the Lord; in whom ye also are builded together for 
a habitation of God in the Spirit.” 

A careful reading of the lesson comments by Mr. 
Banks and Dr. Griffith Thomas in the Times of Sep- 
tember 3 will show that they were not discussing the 
question. raised by this reader, but only the fact of 
the holiness of God’s temple. 

Another striking instance of the accuracy of in- 
spired Scripture in bringing a plural and a singular 
together is found in Ephesians 4:12, 13. We read 
there of “the building up of the body of Christ: till 
we all attain unto... a fullgrown man, unto the 
measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ.” 
Until we realize the amazing meaning of that passage 
we should thoughtlessly expect it to read “till we all 
attain unto ... fullgrown men.” But the apostle was 
bringing out the wonderful truth that it will take all 
believers to complete and constitute the “fullgrown 
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Man” the Lord Jesus Christ himself in his mystical 
body, which is the church. Not until the last per- 
— eo pare Saas brought by faith Payne _— 
wi rist in this age or dispensation of grace, be- 
fore the Lord’s return, will the “fullgrown man, . . . 
the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ” 
be completed according to God’s fore-ordained pur- 
pose and pattern.

Was Satan Cast Out of Heaven? 


I was always under the impression that Satan was 
cast out of heaven when he rebelled against God. In 
your Notes on Open Letters of September 3 you say, 
“Though Satan fell, he has not yet been cast out of 
the heavens.” Am I entirely wrong?—A Pennsylvania 


Reader. 


The teaching of the Bible is that Satan has not 
yet been banished from heaven, but that he will be 
toward the end of this age, shortly before the return 
of the Lord Jesus Christ in glory to this earth. For 
example, Satan as a fallen angel and a rebel against 
God is shown in Job 1: 6-12 as having access to the 
presence of God: “Now it came to pass on the day 
when the sons of God came to present themselves be- 
fore Jehovah, that Satan also came among them. And 
Jehovah said unto Satan, Whence comest thou?” 
Again in Luke 22: 31, 32 Satan’s desire to have Peter, 
to sift him as wheat, intimates Satan’s access to God 
with this request as in the case of Job. In Ephesians 
6:12, we are told that our wrestling is “against the 
spiritual hosts of wickedness in the heavenly places.” 
The passage in Revelation 12: 7-9 that tells of “war 
in heaven” and the casting out from heaven of Satan 
is plainly predictive, referring to a future event, as 
is believed to be the meaning of our Lord’s words in 
Luke 10: 18, “I beheld Satan fallen as lightning from 
heaven,” and similarly as to the prophecy in Ezekiel 
28:16. The subject is fully discussed in the book 
“Satan” by Lewis Sperry Chafer (The Sunday 
School Times Company, $1). 

The practical bearing of this question is that Satan 
is an awe-inspiring, mighty being, with great priv- 
ileges and power permitted to him in the sovereign 
omniscience of God; ‘and that our only safety against 
this awful Adversary is to trust fully in his Conqueror 
our Lord Jesus Christ.

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HERE was gathered about a dinner table in New York a company of men and women 

some of whose names are known throughout the nation.- A multimillionaire was 

there ; a woman who had just completed her third trip around the world ; other men and 
women of affairs and of exceptional education ; and a United States Senator. 


At the close of the dinner the Senator turned to the much-traveled woman and asked 
her a question. What would she do if her automobile ran over a man and injured him so 
severely that he had but a few minutes to live and asked what he must do to be saved? 

The company of distinguished people around the table awaited with interest the reply 
the woman gave. The Senator turned to another guest and asked him the same question. 
After his reply a third guest was asked.

Jacobs and William Reynolds, in charge of four states ; as General Secretary of the Minne- 
sota, Pennsylvania, and Illinois State Sunday School Associations ; as Mr. Wanamaker’s 
Assistant in what has been the largest Sunday-school in the world, Bethany Presbyterian of 
Philadelphia ; and as Assistant General Secretary of the International Sunday School Asso- 
ciation with Mr. Marion Lawrance. During the war he was Religious Work Director of the 
Army Y. M. C. A. in charge of the sixty camps of the six States of the Southern Depart- 


ment, standing there for the fundamentals of the faith and for genuine soul-saving evan- . 


gelism ; then he taught the Sunday-school Course of the Moody Bible Institute, Chicago. 


Finally Bethany Presbyterian Temple of Philadelphia was able, this year, to bring to 
pass what it had ong wanted to do in having Mr. Cork return to the work in the great 
Sunday-school which had been organized by him sixteen yearsago. . And this gave The Sunday 
School Times the opportunity which for years it had hoped might come: the securing of

66 HERE are many whose faith in the veracity of the Scriptures has been shaken; 

and the best, and in some cases the only, way to re-establish their faith is to show 
them that the charges which are brought against the Bible are untrue and unwarranted.’’ 
These are the words of a Bible scholar whose life-long study and knowledge of the original 
languages in which thé Bible was written are equaled by few living men: Professor Robert 
Dick Wilson, A.M., Ph.D., D.D., of Princeton Theological Seminary. 

Professor Wilson has written for The Sunday School Times a series of articles answering 
the Higher Critics which will fairly startle both conservatives and radicals by the tremendous 
weight of the charges he brings against the leading so-called ‘‘scholarly critics’’ of the Bible. 

By sheer-scholarship, so presented as to be clear to the ordinary reader of the Bible, 
Professor Wilson shows that the positions and claims of the Higher Criticism are unscholarly, 
inconsistent, and hopelessly untenable, judged by either scientific accuracy or ordinary 
common sense. It is a direct attack on the very citadel of the ‘‘ Modern View’’ of the 
Bible ; the Christian public will decide whether the citadel is standing or has disappeared 
after Professor Wilson has answered the question, 


Is the Higher Criticism Scholarly ? 


This great Bible scholar’s contribution to the defense of the faith will appear in The 
Sunday Schocl Times during 1922. Can any Sunday-school teacher, minister, seminary 
professor, college student, or any Christian layman who wishes to be really informed on this 
great critical issue confronting Christendom, safely overlook such a masteriy series ? 








Was Paul Mistaken in Going 
to Jerusalem? 
The twofold evidence that bears on the question 
By Lewis Sperry Chafer 
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Paul was eager to get to Rome. He was in 
prayer about it, long before he could leave 
other tasks for the trip. He petitioned that 
he “might have a prosperous journey by the 
will. of God” (Rom. 1:10, A. V.). But he 
reached Rome in chains through imprison- 
ment, fegal hearings, and shipwreck. as 
that “a prosperous journey’? Or did Paul 
interfere with God's best answer to his prayer 
through resisting the warnings of the Spirit 
en route to Jerusalem, and in compromising 
when he got there? 


BBs particular writings of Paul which form a 
part of the Bible are inspired; but it must not 
be supposed that the apostle himself was inspired in 
all that he did and said. Should he be found at fault, 
it may serve as a wholesome reminder to us all that 
the apostle to the Gentiles was exactly like ourselves, 
and, as certainly as he, in likeness to us, could err, so 
we, in likeness to him, may be faithful unto death. 

The Scriptures do not directly charge that Paul 
did wrong. We are given only the simple narrative 
of what he did, and from this our own judgment 
must be formed. The evidence, however, is serious. 

The occasion of this journey to Jerusalem was 
that the apostle might deliver personally the charity- 

ift which he had received from the churches in 

acedonia and Achaia for the poor Hebrew Chris-~ 
tians at Jerusalem (Rom, 15: 25-27). This most 
unusual love-gift from Gentiles to Jews, it was 
hoped, would soften the hearts of the Jewish be- 
lievers toward the Gentile believers. It would be a 
long step toward bridging the unchristian separation 
in the Church for which the Jewish Christians were 
responsible. 

At this time there were thousands of Jews in 
Jerusalem who believed on Christ (Acts 21:20). So, 
also, there were thousands of Gentiles from among 
the nations who had believed through the Gospel. 
While both Jews and Gentiles were saved by faith 
in Christ alone, there was a very great controversy 
concerning the question as to the rule by which the 
Christian. should live. The Jews were clinging to 
the law and the ritual of Moses; while the Gentiles 
were standing more generally in the liberty and bless- 
ings of grace, according to the preaching of the Apos- 
tle Paul. The Scripture narrative discloses the fact 
that in those days there thus existed a double stand- 
ard of Christian conduct (Acts 15: 19-31; 21:24, 25; 
Gal. 2:1-18). This double standard was wholly 
wrong, and was opposed to the teachings of grace as 
they had been revealed from God to the Apostle Paul 
(Gal. 1: 11, 12; Eph. 3: 1-10). 

It is easy to imagine how the heart of the Apostle 
was torn by this division in the body of Christ’ (Eph. 
2: 11-18) ; for, on the one hand, he loved the people 
of his own nation beyond expression (Rom. 9: 1-3; 
10:1), and, on the other hand, his great commission 
from God was to preach the new gospel of grace to 
the Gentiles (Eph. 3:8). 

According to the Scriptures, Jews and Gentiles, 
when saved, became members of a new body —a new 
humanity — and in the sight of God were no longer 
Jews and Gentiles (Eph. 2:11; Col. 3: 10, 11; 1 Cor. 
10:32). To be saved was to be delivered from the 
law (Rom 6:14; 7:2-6; 10:4; 2 Cor. 3:6-14; Gal. 
3:24, 25; 5:18). So, also, all believers are brought 
into grace and under grace through the finished work 
of Christ. If need be, Paul was ready to give his 
life to bridge this unchristian division in the church, 
and to make both Jews and Gentiles see the riches 
of grace in Christ Jesus. This, then, was his great 
motive in making that last journey to Jerusalem. 
If he resisted the leading of the Spirit, it certainly 
was not for any selfish or unholy ambition. 

The evidence bearing on the question of Paul’s 
mistake is twofold: That which may be gathered from 
his experience on the way to palhnd ong and_ that 
which may be gathered from his experience w in 
Jerusalem. 


1..We are told that he went to Jerusalem bound 
in his own spirit (not the Holy Spirit), and that he 
had the continued witness of the Spirit of God that 
“bonds and afflictions” awaited him. His heart-re- 
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St All this is exceedingly good news for the sponse to this divine witness is recorded in the words: 
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of the new gospel of grace became! What an issue 
the gospel of grace is to-day in the face of the fact 
that to a large degree the church is still law-ridden, 
and, to some extent, is willing to believe that sin- 
morn, age saved and kept by their own character and 
works 

When Paul reached Tyre, the Spirit commanded 
him through other disciples not to go up to Jeru- 
salem, “These said to Paul through the Spirit that he 
should not set foot in Jerusalem” (Acts 21:4). The 
leading of the Spirit is a vital problem for every 
Christian to solve for himself; however, there-can be 
no question but that God spoke to Paul at Tyre. The 
plain statement of the text will not yield at this 
point, Later Paul was told by the Spirit through 
Agabus that he would be bound at Jerusalem; but 
the command that he should not go to Jerusalem was 
not repeated (21:8-13). Such-is the evidence con- 
nected with his journey to Jerusalem. Paul, it seems, 
had a direct command not to go. 


2. At Jerusalem we find the apostle taking upon 
himself a Jewish vow which would require a Jewish 
sacrifice, and later, after his arrest, speaking to the 
High Priest in a manner which he himself immedi- 
ately confessed to be wrong. The enormity of the 
inconsistency of the Apostle Paul taking a —. 
vow which anticipated a Jewish sacrifice for its 
consummation can be seen only in the light of his 
uncompromising teachings concerning the fact that 
every element of Judaism had been fulfilled and 
superseded in Christ. It was that he might contend 
for this very vital truth of the Gospel that he went 
to Jerusalem. It is evident that both the Epistle 
to the Romans and probably the Epistle to the Gal- 
atians were written just before he went to Jerusalem 
(Rom, 15: 25-27). It is also possible that the Epistle 
to the Hebrews had been written by this time. These 
are the great epistles concerning salvation through 
grace, which is “ faith alone, apart from all issues 
of conduct and law. 

The student will do well, if he has not done so, to 
read these three Epistles most carefully with the two 
objects in view of discovering the vital elements which 
enter into salvation by grace alone, and the exact 
responsibility as to conduct which is laid upon the 
believer. This should not be done merely to gain 
some technical knowledge in Bible study. his 
line of truth is the deepest foundation of our Chris- 
tian faith, and concerning it every Christian should 
be perfectly clear. Christianity is not a revamping 
of Judaism. It did not grow out of Judaism. It is 
a new revelation from God, and a new dispensation 
of God. The law has passed and the believer is 
“under grace.” 

Grace, it ‘will be discovered, not only undertakes 
to save the meritless sinner; it also provides a gra- 
cious rule for the daily life of the one who is saved. 
This grace-rule of life is wholly sufficient to direct 
the believer’s conduct at every point, and he does 
not need to fall from grace by turning to the law 
for a rule of conduct. This, it seems, is the very 
thing which the Apostle did. 

The peculiar action of the Apostle Paul at Jeru- 
salem is characteristic of a child of God who, for 
the time being, is out of the will of God. He fol- 
lowed the misleading advice of compromising men, 
and spoke in the energy of the flesh. It is possible 
that he. defended his action at the time by the law 
of expediency (1 Cor. 6:12); of claimed that he was 
justified in making himself as a Jew that he might gain 
the Jew, or as the man under the law that he might 
gain the man under the law (1 Cor. 9:20). But in 
no case would a true believer be warranted in defi- 
nitely opposing the leading of the Spirit, or in sac- 
rificing the very foundation of the Gospel which he 
is seeking to proclaim. 

Outside of Christ, the Scriptures present no person 
who is free from sin. The fact of David’s sin 
and Peter’s falling from grace (Gal. 2:11, 12), does 
not taint the value of their inspired writings; nor 
should it do so in the case of Paul. 

We must yet recognize a deep truth revealed in 
the twofold fact that Paul was not only commanded 
not to go to Jerusalem, but, at the same time, the 
same Spirit witnessed to him that bonds and afflic- 
tions waited him. It is evident that God expected 
Paul to go to Jerusalem and all that befell him there 
was in the foreknowledge of God. We face here the 
unegived problem that-arises wherever the sovereignty 
of God is related to the will of man. Though Israel 
made a wrong choice in rejecting their King, yet the 
eternal purpose of God’s redeeming grace in the cross 
was accomplished through that very rejection. 

So, also, through Paul’s arrest in Jerusalem, the 
gospel of grace was carried before kings and rulers, 
and even to Caesar’s own household.- Neither Is- 
rael nor Paul could be excused for their failure; but 
God turned even their failure to blessing. He is 
able to cause the wrath of man to praise Him. It 
is probable that Paul was saved from actually offer- 
ing a Jewish sacrifice by his arrest and imprisonment. 

Observe the touch of the tender mercy of God 
toward his imperiled child in bonds, when He ap- 
peared to him by night and said: “Be of. good cheer, 
Paul; for as thou hast testified of me in Jerusalem, 
so — thou bear witness also at Rome” (Acts 
23:11).

HE Session of our church recently rp ym 

I a “Local Church Council of Religious uca- 

tion,” made up of fifteen men and women, most 
of whom are professional educators. This Council 
not only has a clear educational vision, but they have 
a spiritual aim. Their one purpose is not only to 
ground the children and young people, but the adult 
members of the church, in the fundamentals. 

Their first move was a “Daily Vacation Bible 
School,” so-called, which they preferred to call “A 
Summer Bible School.” Being the first of this kind 
it was a question with some whether it would succeed, 
since there was to be no “craft work,” no “picnics’ 
or “auto rides” promised, but simply a study of the 
Bible, missions, and church hymns, 

With no idea of how many or what ages would 
come, but with a clear idea of what we wanted to 
teach, the Council outlined a curriculum providing for 
twelve classes, from four-year-oids up to high school ; 
and in addition: an evening class for adults unable 
to attend in the day. Twelve teachers, who were 
each paid ten dollars a week, were engaged, and the 
time of the school was set fros#-June 27 to July 20, 
with a graduation exercise on the last evening. 

A look at one morning’s schedule will indicate the 
work of the five weeks, and also the courses of study, 
which were graded to each age. 

9.00 to 9.30—Devotions and the study of a church hymn, 
9.30 to 9.50—Memorizing of Scripture verses. 








The Little Sermon

My presence shall go with thee, and I will give 
thee rest. And he said unto him, If thy presence go 
not with me, carry us not up hence (Exod, 33:14, 15). 


A ene and hard journey was before Moses and 
his people, in which their souls would be greatly 
tried. Desert sands were to be traversed, long 
marches were to be taken, a tropical sun was to ‘be 
endured, mighty enemies were to be overcome, and 
above all, there was to be the mystery of a wander- 
ing to and fro which would seem to be without rea- 
son or purpose. No wonder Moses was awed by the 
prospect, on his own account and that of his people. 
How he and they would endure and survive, he did 
not know. 

As Moses faced what was before him he must have 
thought of many possible solutions to his problem, 
This leader of Israel was a naturally resourceful 
man, and, as we are told, he was “learned in all the 
wisdom of the Egyptians.” He would consider, there- 
fore, ways and means in a practical manner and 
would not be without ideas as to how these might 
be helpfully and even successfully applied. And yet 
evidently, after all his thinking, he concluded that the 
task was too great for mortal man. And he was 
quite right. This was an undertaking so utterly be- 
yond man that it demanded no one less than God 
Lienecit. Hence, finally, God’s assuring word; and 
hence also Moses’ quick and pleading answer. 

Just three thousand three hundred and sixty-five 
years after the above episode, a little Englishman, 
Hudson Taylor, was facing the task of evangelizing 
the inland, unreached, and million-peopled provinces 
of China. The problem was so vast and overwhelm- 
ing that he shrank from it unutterably. But he finally 
cast himself upon God, saying that he would go if the 
divine Presence would go with him. And so he 
went, with God. And God, the Almighty, bore his 
burdens, suppliéd his need, turned the one into a 
thousand, opened up the whole of eleven great prov- 
inces and saved in a generation a multitude of souls. 
In short, the God of Moses was thé God of Hudson 
Taylor, and manifestly, the over three thousand years 
had not in the least changed his character or dimin- 
ished his power. 

Do you, O man of God, stand before some track- 
less waste of desert and is the task too great for 
you? Look it all full in the face —and then forget 
it. But oh, do not ever, ever forget the Presence! 
Whatever your situation, God is your salvation!

With announcements from the pulpit and the Sun- 
day-school platform, and the distribution of fifteen 
hundred circulars, backed up by much prayer, we 
awaited the opening. There were two hundred and 
seventy-five who registered, with an average attend- 
ance of one hundred and seventy. We were told 
the young people and adults would not come, but we 
had twenty-four High School students to register 
and twenty-two adults for the evening class, with an 
average attendance in these classes of eighteen. 

We kept the sexes together until the third grade 
(eight hme old), when we ‘es the third and fourth 

ade boys under one teacher, and the third and 
ourth grade girls under another teacher. We did 
the same with the fifth and sixth grades, and also 
the seventh and eighth grades. But when we got to 
the High School we put the sexes together again. 

Each grade had so much designated Scripture to 
memorize, and there were added three prizes — two 
beautiful Bibles and the Hurlbut Bible Atlas —to 
the three pupils who, beyond having perfect records 
in the required work, learned the-largest number of 
Bible verses. The three girls who won these prizes 
were (two of them) fifteen and the third twelve 

ears of age. The number of extra verses they 

arned were 826, 797, and 360, respectively. Eight 
of the pupils not only committed the required thirty 
uestions of the Catechism, but went on and finished 

e entire Catechism, and secured by thus doing a 
beautiful Bible. 

The study of five church hymns, one each week, 
was a helpful feature. The church choir leader gave 
the first half hour each morning to the study of a 
verse, and on Friday it was reviewed for the school 
to sing in church on Sunday morning, in place of the 
choir anthem. 

Another interesting feature was the practical way 
we had of completing the missionary impression made 
in the missionary story period. On Friday mornings, 
for ten minutes, in the darkened basement assembly 
room we showed twenty-five lantern slide pictures 
of the work of the three church missionaries which 
our church supports in Sunday-school work, in Mon- 
tana, among the mountaineers of Tennessee, and in 
far-away Korea. For these $33.66 was brought in, 
But the climax came when the Armenian orphans’ 
cause was presented for'the last Friday’s offering. The 
pupils interested their relatives and friends so much 
that the contributions for this cause were one $8 
case of powdered milk, twelve pounds of sugar, 376 
cans of jam, corned beef, and the like, and $176 to 
buy flour for the relief ship about to sail under the 
Near East Relief Committee’s direction, 

The interest grew from the first day, and it was 
evident very soon that the “Word” being taught would 
not return void. One High School girl whose faith 
had been undermined by what was taught in the pub- 
lic High School was planted firmly on the Rock, and 
said to her teacher, “I can never thank you all enough 
for the help this school has been to me.” 

The spirit of prayer and worship was kept promi- 
nent as the Book and its Christ were held up. Public 
school methods were used, and while first of all 
each teacher must be an active Christian, in the 
second place each must have or be eligible to hold a 
public school teacher’s certificate. 

An analysis of our enrolment showed that while 
our school was a local church affair, yet our pupils 
were from twenty-four Protestant and six Catholic 
churches. 

The financial support of the school, for which there 
was no tuition, and which amounted to $808, was de- 
fray€d by voluntary contributions from fourteen local 
church organizations and Sunday-school classes and 
eighty-one individuals, and was all paid in before 
the school closed. : 

We have proved to our own satisfaction that such 
a school does not need to make baskets and ham- 
mocks, but if it faithfully. teaches God’s Word and 
work the children and young people, like the Psalm- 
ist, will say, “I was glad when they said unto me, 
Let us go into the house of the Lord.”

Whose Hebrew Church in Kief proves that 


~ Christians can really be ‘‘ good ”’

ETER GORODISHZ is the man who has been 
proclaimed by one of the leading Jewish papers 
as a great lover of their people, and at the same 
time a great menace to the Jewish race. The Jew- 
ish leaders recognize that few have done so much 
for the persecuted, starving millions of their 
ple in Russia as this “Apostate,” who with 
is charm and his oratory draws the Jews by 
the hundreds into his meetings. But, they com- 
plain, he is making Christians of ‘them. . 
“Persecuted, starving millions’ of Jews is not a 
figure of speech nor a general statement. By the 
hundred thousand they have been massacred and 
torn in Russia, and the direst suffering seems to be 
centering in the Ukraine. In the city of Kief, capital 


- of Ukrainia, Peter Gorodishz, Hebrew Christian 


Pastor-Evangelist, is the leader of a work that has 
no parallel in Russia or the world. He is pastor of 
a Hebrew Christian congregation which visitors have 
declared to be the nearest approach to Apostolic New 
Testament. church life of any assembly they have 
known. It was born in the midst of troublous times, 
in the city that changed governments fourteen times 
during the war, where “a pane of glass was worth 
more than a human life, especially if that life hap- 
pened to belong to a Jew.” i 

In 1917 Pastor Gorodishz organized the church, 
with five members. In three and a half years the 
five has grown to more than fifty, while a hundred 
closely associated are awaiting admission when they 
have passed the close tests that every inquirer must 
undergo before taking his or her place in that _hon- 
ored company of members of the Body of Christ. 

All of these members are Hebrew Christians, but 
hundreds of Gentile Russians also.crowd the meet- 
ings to hear the Word of God preached by a Jew. 
Greek Catholic priests who, would not darken the 
door of the -Evangelical Protestant meeting-houses 
come here among the Hebrews, and some of them 
have found the living Saviour, who has changed their 
religion into Life. ut specially are the Jews, who 
go. about the streets of Kief with hunted, despair- 
ing faces, finding in this strange and wonderful lit- 
tle hall. of Good Tidings something that touches 
the very springs of their hearts, softening them to 
hear and receive the Messiah who alone can lift their 
unbearable burden. ‘ 

All over Ukrainia this Hebrew Christian church 
is known, and honored, by Jew and (entile, by 
church organizations and by the government. A tes- 
timony of peculiar power it is, set in the midst of 
an area of intensest suffering and of great spiritual 
awakening, and it is a testimony that claims the at- 
tention of every American Christian. ; 

Peter Gorodishz has come to America for a brief 
visit, having arrived the last of August. Only one 
thing could bring him from the_midst of his beloved 
people with whom he has suffered through these 
dark years. He has come to us because those suf- 
ferings have reached a point where, humanly speak- 
ing, the whole work hangs in the balamce. A hard 
Russian winter is soon to begin, and those Hebrew 
Christians in Kief, with thousands of brother Israel- 
ites who have not yet found their Messiah, are facing 
that winter without food or shoes or clothing. Our 
newspapers are telling the story of starving Russia 
and the immediacy of the need, and America is re- 
sponding. But there is probably no need in all Russia, 
if in the world, that shduld make such an appeal to 
Christians in America as the need represented by 
Peter Gorodishz. } é 

There are three classes of people in Russia who will 
be largely untouched by the general 
relief measures of the different gov- 
ernments. First, there are the cul- 
tured, refined Jews, ruined by the 
war and the persecutions, who are 
too proud to fight for their share 
of the relief that may come. What 
an opportunity to reveal the real 
Christ to those who abhor the name 
of Jesus because of the horrible 
cruelties perpetrated in that Name 
in Russia, — what an opportunity to 
minister relief in the Spirit of Christ 
and gain an entrance into these torn 
hearts. Second, there are the Evan- 

elical Gentile Christians, a pecu- 
iar, separated people, who will not 
push themselves forward in the 
scramble for bread. Third, and in 
the worst_case of all, are the He- 
brew Christians, cast out by the 
Jews and persecuted by the Gentiles. 
These: are the people that Peter 
Gorodishz is pleading for. It is 
peculiarly a call to Christians, and 
with the call for bread and clothing 








“I had e to send to my eagerly waiting 
helpers in Russia a goodly remittance at the end 
of my first month in America,” said Pastor Goro- 
dishz to a friend, “ but at that time I had received 
nothing.” “But a month is not a long time,” 
was the reply. “No, not in America,” said Mr. 
Gorodishz, “ but it is an eternity in Russia!” “We 
are literally starving,” read the first letter that 
has reached the pastor from Kief, as he read it at a 
luncheon of Philadelphia Christian men and women 
met to organize a committee to represent this 
relief work. Money for buying bread and Bibles 
will be received by The Sunday School Times, 
1031 Walnut Street, Philadelphia, and should be 
marked “Gorodishz Fund.” The importance of 
the work. he is doing will be apparent in other 
articles soon to appear in the Times,—“ When the 
Greek Church Bishop Found a Living Christ,” and

comes the call for Bibles, With the plea of the 
starving comes at the same time the challenge of one 
of the greatest spiritual opportunities there is in all 
the world of missions to-day. 

Mr. Gorodishz writes just a little of recent and pres- 
ent conditions in Kief in the stifring report of the last 
year’s work of the Church, and the Mission con- 
nected with it. His words have doubtless lost much 
in translation, but the facts are too fearful for any 
words: 

“A picture of misery, hunger, and distress revealed 
itself when one watched the almost endless queues 
of people outside the bakershops, and the despair that 
took possession of them when the bakers refused to 
sell, either because the money in the people’s posses- 
sion had been rendered valueless by the new govern- 
ment now in power, or because they had really noth- 
ing to sell. Half a pound of grits and five pounds 
of potatoes were considered the most precious treas- 
ure to be coveted, holding out to a person enfeebled 
and exhausted by hunger and privation the hope of 
a new, though short, lease on life. In the streets 
and in the-open places of the town one saw people 
moving about, hunger-stricken and clad in rags, and 
from their pale faces there stared at you a cold look 
expressing mdifference and despair. 

“It has fallen to the lot of the Jewish people to 
empty the cup of affliction to the very bottom and 
drink the dregs thereof. To the gnawing hunger in 
the town, to, the typhus epidemic raging among thou- 
sands, bringing many to an early grave, there was 
added a constant procession of pogroms in the vil- 
lages. A Josephus ought to arise again to add a 
new page to the history of the unparalleled suffer- 
ings and destruction of his people. The imagina- 
tion of a Dante would not be strong enough to de- 
scribe the terrors caused by the pogroms, and the 
tears of Jeremiah would not suffice to lament the 
slain and the agony. of the Jewish people. Mothers 
had to witness how before their very eyes their lit- 
tle children were torn into pieces, and the men how 
their wives and daughters were outraged. Young 
men as well as old were shot to death, and those 
who succeeded in escaping death were seen in the 
streets of the town in the midst of a very severe 
winter wrapped up in dirty rags of blankets, selling 
matches, cigarettes, or flower seeds to obtain the 
scantiest means for their existence. Many: of them 
found shelter in cellars, their whole body being cov- 
ered with vermin.

“The savageness of many of the pogroms will ap- 
pear from the following terrible deed: In a small 
town all the Jews were driven into the synagogue and 
locked in. Afterwards the building was set on fire, 
and all the Jews therein found a terrible death in 
the flames. ' 

“Also the brethren who labored in the vineyard 
of the Lord suffered terribly. In the province of 
Ekaterinoslav a company of the Tent Mission died 
the glorious death of martyrs to the honor and glory 
of their Lord. Among those who forathe sake of 
Christ suffered martyrdom was a member of our 
church, sister Regino Rosenberg. The Lord had 
used me as a means of leading her to himself. This 
daughter of Israel, only nineteen years old, follow- 
ing in the footsteps of her Lord in giving her life for. 
her fellow-men, was brutally murdered by some of 
Machnow’s bands, her head by one stroke having 
been severed from the body while she was praying. 
She too will now rest for a little time together wit 
the other saints ‘until their fellow-servants also and 
their brethren, that should be killed even as they 
were, should be fulfilled.’ ” 

And while they are resting, the blood of these 
martyred ones is preparing a spiritual soil for such 
a harvest among God’s chosen people as has never 
been known in the long history of their exile. Herein 
lies the significance of a church of their own with 
all the appeal that understanding Jewish hearts can 
make to their brethren out of Christ, just as the 
native Chinese or Russian churches lay hold of their 
fellow-countrymen in a way that foreign churches 
could never do. Pastor Gorodishz writes, “The 
spiritual soil here in Ukrainia is now well prepared 
to receive the seed of the divine Word. But one 
must know how to approach the suffering and bleed- 
ing Jewish heart. It requires tact and genuine Chris- 
tian love, expressed not in words only but in deeds. 
But what could we do, cut off from all material sup- 
port? It is most urgent that measures be taken at 
once to alleviate the heavy lot of these poor people. 
It is the critical time for Christians to show sympathy 
and love for the unhappy victims of the cruel po- 
groms. The Jews will then see that real Christians 
are not those who kill, but those who heal the sick 
and restore what has been destroyed, ‘Comfort ye, 
comfort ye my people, saith your God.’” 

The little mission hall in Kief seats about three hun- 
dred, and is wholly inadequate for the Jews and 
Gentiles that crowd in for week-day and Sunday 
meetings. Pastor Gorodishz is assisted in the work 
by his wife, Dr. Fajans, a former Judge in the Rus- 
sian Court, Masin, leader of the young people’s work, 
and Silota, while the women’s work is under the 
care of Er. Kahanskoja and Dr. Lipman, serving 
with Mrs. Gorodishz as voluntary workers. Brother 
Kahansky is another efficient voluntary worker. 

It will be seen that the work is effectively organ- 
ized and every member is a serving, missionary Chris- 
tian. With Sabbath-keeping, circumcision, or any of 
the ordinances of Judaism this Christian church has 
nothing to do, but the Jewish. national atmosphere 
that is distinctly Christian is there, with all its ap- 
peal to the heart of Hebrews. There is the Jewish 
mother tongue, the Hebrew melodies in spiritual song, 
the public witness of believing Jews, and the pres- 
ervation of Jewish’ national ways that disarms prej- 
udice and shows that the Christians are not traitors 
who have turned for material advantage. 

One of the notable contrasts with most of our 
churches in America is the care with which candi- 
dates are baptized and admitted to membership, and 
the careful discipline that keeps up 
the purity and high standard of 
Christian living. 

First, there is sought definite as- 
surance that there has been a clear 
conversion and manifest surrender 
of the heart to Christ before a son 
or daughter of Israel can be enrolled 
as a member. Second, as in all the 
Russian Evangelical Churches, total 
abstinence from alcohol and tobacco 
is enjoined. Third, along with a 
blameless life must be a definite 
sharing of the responsibilities of 
the church in service. 

Closely connected in its work 
with the Hebrew Christian Church 
is the Mission, which seeks to reach 
into all the surrounding provinces in 
Ukrainia. A year and a half ago 
when Mr. David Baron, of the fam- 
ous Hebrew Christian Testimony to 
Israel (of England and the Conti- 
nent), learned of Peter Gorodishz’s 
remarkable work in Kief, the mis- 
sion work was taken under the aus- 
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ices of the London Society. Hebrew Christian 

hurch itself is independent and entirely distinct from 
all other organizations. Besi representing Mr. 
Baron in this mission work, Peter Gorodishz has also 
been honored with the presidency of the whole Evan- 
gelical Association of Protestant believers in Ukrainia, 

From all the provinces in Ukrainia come urgent 
calls to Pastor Corodishz and his assistants to con- 
duct meetings for Jews and Gentiles, and the streams 
of power from this center are reaching directly or 
indirectly into all Russia. , 

Is this testimony to go on and increase? The 
answer seems to lie with American Christians. Again 
and again every material resource for conducting 
the work was exhausted. And this affected not the 
workers and members alone, but the long lines of 
suffering ones who have depended for relief upon 
this Hebrew Christian center. Over and over the 
Russian Christians in the country have come to the 
relief at the last moment’with provisions. . 

Now the little band is eagerly awaiting the first 
word from their leader in America that their fellow- 
Christians here have heard their cry and are answer- 


ing. . 
‘What shall our answer be? Tens of thousands of 
dollars are needed immediately. Smaller or ra! at 
your giving may be, but will you give sacrificially? 
fferings may be sent to The Sunday School Times, 
1031 alnut Street, Philadelphia, marked for the 
Gorodishz tund. 

Shall we remember the “inasmuch” of our Lord, 
and their Lord, and that appeal which is stronger 
even than the unutterable human need, “What you are 
doing you are doing for Me”?

Leper Work in Japan 
By Bishop Juji Nakada 


HERE are many lepers in this country. I can- 

not tell the number. I will tell you the history of 
one of them. One day one of our Bible School 
students came to the bank of a river where he found 
a man who was planning to jump into the river and 
drown himself. He went up to the man, and found 
that he was a miserable, unclean leper. He preached 
to _ about salvation and the man was wonderfully 
saved. 

When that brother brought the news to me about 
this man’s salvation, I felt that the Lord wanted us 
to work among the leper class of people in Japan. 
Since then we got a splendid man to work among 
them. He was studying in the university. He him- 
self had leprosy, and was rejoiced to consecrate him- 
self to the work among the lepers. He is Brother 
S. Abe, and he belongs to our society, The Oriental 
mionanary Society. God is wonderfully blessing his 
work. 

If any leper beggars are going to and fro, the 
Government will send them to a public hospital. But 
we have a class of lepers who do not beg. They 
separate themselves from their loved ones, come to 
Tokyo, and keep house for themselves. In_ this 
country it is a disgrace to the family to have a mem- 
ber who is afflicted with leprosy, so the afflicted one 
leaves the village in which he has lived and goes 
into the city, where he can hide himself more easily. 
When the other members of the family are asked 
about the absent one, they do not say that he has 
leprosy, but that he has gone to Tokyo to live. How- 
ever, the members of the family look after his sup- 
port and send him funds continually, so that he does 
not need to beg. 

This is the class of people we are reaching, and 
not the beggar class—those who are keeping their 
houses, the more well-to-do class. I baptized twenty 
lepers at one time as the result of Brother Abe’s 
work. Every time I hold the Lord’s Supper for 
them, I get blessed. Some of them are not able to 
break the bread and take the wine, so I take a_piece 
of bread and dip it in the wine and place it in their 
mouths and the glory of God goes through my soul 
while I am doing it, 

The kind of sermon these people enjoy the most 
is on the Lord’s Coming. They have no hope in this 
world, as their bodies are not only corruptible, but 
corrupted. They are waiting for the resurrection 
morning, so they like to hear about the Lord’s com- 
ing. hey do not go out in the daytime because 
the policemen will not allow them, so they cannot 
get the benefit of the sunshine as healthy people do. 

One day a lady who had been a doctor and had a 
splendid position in the hospital consecrated herself, 
and came to our school to work among the lepers. 
She is a wonderful woman of prayer, and takes care 
of the lepers both physically and spiritually. She 
is Dr. I. Shiozaki. So we have a consecrated doctor, 
pastor, and nurse. They want to have a leper colony 
and hospital near Tokyo. The hospital will be under 
Dr. Shiozaki’s care. We will call it a “Skin Disease” 
Hospital and not a Leper Hospital. We need $10,000 
to purchase enough ground for a colony and hospital, 
as we will have to have it equipped with a steam 
heating plant to protect these people, since lepers 
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are numb in the afflicted parts, and could not 
from being burned if ordinary stoves were u 
too, they must be kept warm, as the cold ca 
the rs, hands, and other members of the 
finally to drop off. Are’there not some of the Lord’s

NV that a moment, please; there is something 


that I must say to you before you go! 

A reserved young woman, a pastor’s assist- 
ant in a Canadian church, arrested the audience as 
it was just filing out at the close of the morning ses- 
sion at the Victorious Life Conference at Knowlton, 
Quebec.

Life Conference as one of the meetings to be held 
upon these beautiful grounds in the needy province 
of Quebec. Another bore witness to many months 
of prayer in preparation for this conference, and to 
the faithful and abundant answer of God to this 
prayer during the conference, manifested not only 
among the conference delegates but in its influence 
upon all who were upon the grounds. 

Another witness who had n in touch with the 
development of the Knowlton Conferences for almost 
twenty years testified that never had she been in a 
conference where she was more conscious of the 
power of God than in the wontons of the Holy Spirit 
which was manifest among even those not in the meet- 
ings.

From a gathering of a handful of God’s people to 
a Sunday-school conference about twenty years ago, 
the Knowlton Conference has grown until it now 
owns twenty-five acres of land on the shores of 
Brome Lake, with its own railroad train stop; and 
although accommodations are as yet limited the 
grounds have a special significance in that they con- 
stitute the only conference center in the province of 
Quebec, among. its many thousands of church-mem- 
bers, who are, however, beavily outnumbered by the 
French Catholic population. It was the regret of the 
superintendent that he had to turn away in one month 
guests numbering more than fifty percent. of the total 
capacity, because he was unable to accommodate them. 
His desire for an enlargement of the capacity of this 
strategic conference center is earnestly commended 
to the prayers of God’s people. So far this has been 
the only point at which a summer Victorious Life 
Conference has been held in Canada, and a marked 
increase in attendance was observed this year over 
1920, as well as increase in the distances from which 
the delegates came. Many expressions of interest 
from those who could not come were received by 
the superintendent, indicative of a greatly increased 
attendance should larger accommodations be available, 
as it is his prayer may be the case by 1922.

Getting Started in Class 

CROWD of about 120,000 people had assembled 

in a semi-circle around a speaking pavilion in 

the open air at Wilkes-Barre, Pa., about four- 
teen years ago. It was a notable occasion, and seated 
on the platform were the speakers, iene Weaver, 
the Reform mayor of Philadelphia; John Mitchell 
the noted labor leader ; the late Cardinal Gibbons, an 
President Theodore Roosevelt. As the outside of 
that multitude began to push forward in the effort to 
hear better, a panic broke out. The benches provided 
for newspaper men immediately in front of the speak- 
ing stand were trampled into kindling wood. A 
woman dressed all in white was held up on the 
shoulders of four men to save her from being crushed 


-to death. Three times did the panic begin, but each 


time President Roosevelt stepped forward and, with 
an appealing cry of his voice and an imperious wave 
of his ou | calmed .the multitudes. Did not, Paul 
have a great deal of that same wonderful gift of 
personal magnetism? As he stood there on the steps 
of the Jerusalem barracks he “beckoned with the 
hand unto the people” and “there was made a great 
silence” (21: 40). : 

This gift had its appeal not only to the multitude 
but first to a single man, the chief captain (Mrs, 
Askew, 2, 3). . S 

The story of another mob of more recent times is 
told in the Introduction to Family Worship.

Our Background Material 


The Jewish vow in which Paul was asked to par- 
ticipate (21:23, 24) was probably that of the Nazar- 
ite, described in Numbers 6: 1-21. The completion of 
such a vow was accompanied by sacrifices, including 
+e ag a male lamb, a ewe lamb, and a ram (Num. 

714). 

Paul could not go through the whole course of that 
particular Nazarite ceremony, for the four men with 
whom he was about to associate himself had already 
for some time past had the vow upon them. But 
it was customary for the late-comer to join in the 
final purification ceremonies, and he was the more 
welcome if he would foot the bills. Hence the charges 


-which the apostle was to bear were the cost of the 


sacrificial victims and other expenses in connection 
with this Old Testament sacrifice, 


The Lesson Itself 


The references, except as otherwise noted, are to les- 

son-articles in this issue. Bold-face pqusce at the end 

of certain paengredes in those articles will help in 
quickly locating the references. 

The defense for Paul against the charge of in- 
consistency with his statement in Galatians 2: 3-9, 
that he would not, during a previous visit to Jeru- 
salem, allow Titus, a Greek, to be subjected to the 
law is ¢hat he was, after all, only harmlessly “mak- 
ing himself all things unto all men.” He was be- 
coming as a Jew, that he might gain the Jews (1 Cor. 
9: 19-22). It is also oclated out that this is not the 
only time Paul took a Jewish vow, for we have seen 
in a previous lesson how he had his head shorn in 
Cenchreae (Acts 18:18). Paul never troubled about 
mere consistencies of outward action so long as he 
showed constant loyalty to inner principles (Dr. 
Griffith Thomas, I, 1; Dr. Smellie, 15. / 

But that Paul really did show loyalty to his foun- 
dational principles in taking the vow at Jerusalem 
is questioned by some able Bible students. They 
wonder how the man who wrote Romans 6: 14, last 
clause, “Ye are not under the law, but under grace”; 
2 Corinthians 3: 7-14, where he speaks of the law as 
“the ministration of death,” and exults in the in- 
dwelling of the Spirit of the Lord as the place of 
liberty; and Galatians 3: 23-28, where he speaks of 
the law as a tutor (a pedagogue, literally a “child- 
leader”) to bring us to Christ, and leave us with 
Him (Rom. 10:4) —how the man who wrote thus 
éould go back of the offering on Calvary of the 
Lamb of God in order to make use of Old Testa- 
ment offerings which were mere foreshadowings of 
that once-for-all, never-to-be-repeated sacrifice (Col. 
2:17; Heb. 10: 26). 

In the “sidelight” on this lesson on page 579, “Was 
Paul Mistaken in Going to Jerusalem?” Mr. Chafer 
takes the view that Paul was for the time being a 
child of God out of the will of God, and was only 
saved from actually offering a sacrifice by his ar- 
rest and imprisonment. 

This lesson is rich in the study of contrasts (Dr. 
Ellis). The Jews are here extremely sensitive about 
Paul’s polluting: the temple by bringing aliens_ into 
it, but they never thought of that in our Lord’s day

34 And 
some shouted one thing, some another, among the crowd: 
and when he could not know the certainty for the uproar, 
he commanded him to be brought into the castle. 35 And 
when he came upon the stairs, so it was that he was borne 
of the soldiers for the violence of the crowd; 36 for the 
multitude of the people followed after, crying out, Away 
with him. 

37 And as Paul was about to be brought into the castle, 
he saith unto the ‘chief captain, May I say something unto 
thee?

40 And 
when he had given him leave, Paul, standing on the stairs, 
beckoned with the hand unto the people; and when there 
was made a great silence, he spake unto them in the He- 
brew language, saying,

when he whipped them out of it for money-changing 
and “drove yard dickerings” (Mr. Ridgway, 1). 

We have an instance of Paul’s remarkable adapt- 
ability to unusual and difficilt situations in his ad- 
dress on the steps of the Jerusalem barracks (Dr. 
Thomas, I, 3; III, 7). 

God knew beforehand that Paul would not be able 
to win the Jews’ favor by the generous and loving 
Gentile gifts he was bearing to the Holy City, but 
Paul never seemed able to realize that God was tell- 
ing him that in the Spirit-given warnings on the way 


The Jews would not meet Paul half way (Dr. 
Smellie, 2). How sadly the Jewish nation had failed 
in its mission of blessing the other nations of the 
earth in being made God’s peculiar people is shown 
in their bitter interruption of Paul’s speech the min- 
ute he said the word “Gentiles” (Dr. Thomas, I, 4; 
Round-Table, 1; Mrs. Askew, 4). 

The wild beasts of unrestrained passion and race 
hatred were ravening against Paul, but as long as 
he kept the fire of faith burning they could do him 
no harm (the Cartoon). 

In the exercise of his wonderful providence, God 
made use of “the superb quality of. justice of pagan 
Rome” (Dr. Smellie, 3)? What Paul would doubt- 
less have suffered if he had not claimed the pro- 
tection of his Roman citizenship (22: 22-30) is re- 
ferred to in Family Worship for Thursday. 

The mistake of the chief captain is too often re- 
peated (21:38; Dr. Smellie, 4, 5).

through the streets -of Jerusalem, as Mr. Smith 
suggests in the second picture in “The Little Jetts 

Teaching the Sunday-school Lesson.” The handsome 
aay in which he made use of the information he 
icked up is shown in the various pictures of the 
ittle Jetts. 


The Truth that Is Golden 


_Was the appearance of the Lord to Paul on that 
discouraging “night following” (23:11) an approval 
of his whole course in goin up to Jerusalem, tak- 
ing the vow, and all? (Dr. Thomas, I, 6.) If so, 
well and good. But if Paul had compromised and 
erred, how wonderfully loving in the Lord to stand 
by him there, in the prison, call him by name, and 
say, “Courage! There is more of opportunity be- 
yond.”

THE PRINCIPLE oF CoMPARISON.—Train pupils 
to make comparisons and to detect significant 
likenesses and differences. 











HE Intermediate and Senior Topic of this les- 

son, “Paul and his Enemies,” naturally suggests 
the possibility of a comparison with the topic of the 
same grade in Lesson Four, “Paul and his Friends.” 
It will be profitable for the young people as well as 
those of more maturity to note the occasion of these 
friendships and enmities, their manifestations, and 
Paul’s reaction toward his enemies and toward his 
friends. If he was under obligation, as all Chris- 
tians are, to love his enemies, then could his atti- 
tude toward them be different from his attitude 
toward his friends? Was it different? 

There are other profitable comparisons suggested 

by the lesson. On what other occasions especially 
was Paul in Jerusalem? How does his reception 
on those occasions by the Jews and by the church 
compare with this one? Compare his first visit 
there as a Christian convert with his visit now. Do 
a discover a relation between the question that 
e and Barnabas carried up to the great Jerusalem 
Council, and the experiences the apostle is now hav- 
ing in Jerusalem? May we find any justification 
for the position of the Judaizing Christians? Was 
Paul justified in opposing them at Antioch, and in 
yielding to them here; or do you think he did yield 
to them? 
_Is there any similarity between the fierce opposi- 
tion of the Jews to Paul and his own former perse- 
cution of the Christians? Are there any elements in 
the present situation that suggest the scene at. the 
death of Stephen, or at the trial and crucifixion of 
our Lord? Both Stephen’s defense and Paul’s gave 
serious offense to the Jews. Why? Was it for 
the same reason? Is there any relation, between the 
two offending statements? Was the Lord nearer to 
Stephen than to Paul in the hour of his distress?

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The Lesson as a Whole 


By the Rev. W. H. Griffith Thomas, D.D. 


L. The Lesson’s Main Message ‘ 
HE entire passage includes several of Paul’s 
experiences and will need to be only briefly 
touched upon. 


The Conciliatory Proposal (21:18-26). Some 
think that while the Church as a body was hearty 
in its reception of Paul, the leaders were somewhat 
timid of the effect of his coming on the narrow- 
minded believers. Many wonder how Paul could 
harmonize his action here with his attitude in Gal- 
atians 2: 3-9, but it is suggested that he was only do- 
ing what he himself urged in 1 Corinthians 9: 19-23. 
See also Acts 18:18 and Romans 14:1. Paul never 
troubled about mere consistencies of outward action 
so-long as he showed constant loyalty to inner prin- 
ciples. The true attitude is “not compromise at the 
expense of truth, but comprehensiveness for the 
sake of truth.” (1) 

The Bitter Persecution (21: 27-39). This opposi- 
tion of non-Christian Jews should be studied in the 
light of earlier experiences, and in connection with 
the Epistles, noting especially its causes and charac- 
teristics. (2) 

The Earnest Plea (21: 40 to 22:21). In Paul’s ad- 
dress we should notice (1) its spirit of conciliation ; 
(2) its narration of facts; (3) its definite object. (3) 

The Strong Prejudice (22: 22-30).¢ It is significant 
that the Jews listened carefully to all that Paul said 
about Jesus Christ, but the moment he mentioned the 
a their animosity and opposition were aroused, 

The Difficult Position (23:1-10). The trial before 
the Jewish Council was intended as a test on the 
part of the Roman authorities. The words of Paul 
to the High Priest are difficult, and it is thought 
that his eyesight prevented him from recognizing who 
it was that presided. Some think that he was not 
right in dividing the Council (v. 6), and that he him- 
self may have recognized later his error (24:21). 
But on the other hand it was perfectly true that he as 
a Pharisee was being opposed by Sadducees who were 
in power, and who did not believe in the future life, 
as the Pharisees did (v. 8). (5) 


The Divine Protection (v. 11). This divine inter- 
vention was a feature of the early Church, and was 
a special encouragement to Paul under the trying cir- 
cumstances through which he had passed. It came 
the very night after the day before the Council, and 
it assured him of preservation and the opportunity 
of testimony in Rome. The divine approval of his 
action seems to be implied. (6) 

The Murderous Plot (23: 10-24). The extent to 
which Paul’s opponents were prepared to go is clearly 
seen, but the defeat of the plot is at once a proof 
of God’s overruling grace in fulfilment of his prom- 
ise (v. 11), and also an illustration of the way in 
which God works through perfectly natural means.

The subsequent story 
shows how God overrules all these troubles and made 
both Jews and Romans carry out his purpose con- 
cerning Paul. (8) 
IV. The Heart of the Lesson 

The Golden Text is well illustrated by 23:11. Al- 
though Paul was a man of great projects and B i or 
he was also a man of intense simplicity and sus- 
ceptible to joys and-sorrows. Hence, while he was 
continually giving cheer to others he needed it him- 
self, and God appeared at this time as his “very pres- 
ent help in trouble.” 


1. The Presence of the Lord. How opportune it 
was, coming “the night following.” How inspiring it 
was, “the Lord stood by him.” In the darkest hour 
the Lord appears for our comfort, cheer, and strength. 

2. The Word of the Lord. First came encourage- 
ment, “be of good cheer,” which, after the reaction 
of that day must have been most welcome. Then 
came appreciation, “thou hast testified.” God had 
not been unmindful of what his servant had done. 


3. The Work of the Lord. The one thought is 
that of witnessing, and Paul was to manifest the 
Gospel by the testimony of word and deed. He had 
already done this, and now his reward was to be 
still more work of the same kind. It is the law of 
life that faithfulness in service leads to greater op- 
portunities. After Jerusalem would come Rome. 


4. The Purpose of the Lord. Notwithstanding the 
dangers, God’s will would be done; “thou must.” 
Thus, all events would be overruled, and Paul need 
have no fear. 


From this we see that difficulties do not necessarily 
imply unfaithfulness; difficulties are .all known to 
Christ; difficulties are an incentive to fresh effort: 
difficulties are intended to lead to fuller trust in God 
(Isa. 50: 7).

With God One is a Majority

UL marched from peril to peril and from de- 
liverance to deliverance. As with Sir Walter 
Scott’s hero, so with Christ’s apostle: “Every 

tuft of broom gave life to plaided warrior armed for 
strife.” But from all his dangers his Lord granted 
him a seasonable and happy outgate. 


Here, to begin with, is a hostility. which refuses 
to be reconciled. 

Paul had complied with a suggestion of James and 
the leaders of the Jerusalem church. He had taken 
part in the ceremonies of a Nazirite vow. Its en- 
tire observance was an impossibility to him, for the 
four men who had bound themselves by it were 
already well through its fulfilment. But he joined in 
the final purifications connected with the sacred 
pledge. He was always willing to become as a Jew, 
if so he might gain the Jews. His antagonists, how- 
ever, were not to be conciliated. In the Temple- 
courts they stirred up all the people and laid hands 
on him; declaring that he had ——— the sanctity 
of the Holy House by bringing an Ephesian and a 
Gentile within its precincts. It was a mere pretext, 
an accusation which they could not~verify. But it 
was enough to inflame the crowd, .whose minds had 
been ge beforehand by their Pharisaic teachers 
againSt the champion of liberty and the evangelist of 
the heathen world... (1) 

There are natures whom the utmost consideration 
cannot melt and win. We go half-way to meet them; 


utter forgetfulness of true religion shouldbe séen. : 
“about questions of religion, the di 
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but they deliberately misread our intentions, and are 
bitterer in their rancor than ever, If the quarrel is 

j eement is apt 
to ‘be specially sharp and violent. man who is 
wedded to ritual and tradition imagines often that 
he does well to be angry with the man who insists 
that nothing is needed except the simplicity which is 
toward Christ. It is hard, indeed, to be patient un- 
der such provocations, and to maintain the forbear- 
ance and oe | of the Master. But Paul had 
learned the difficult lesson, and so, by divine grace, 
may you and I. (2) 


Here, also, is a protection which is ordained of 
God, and ought to be welcomed his people. 
From the Tower of Antonia, overlooking the Tem- 
fie aes, the Roman tribune, Claudius Lysidas, sent his 
onaries to rescue Paul from the insensate fury 
of the Jewish mob. It was by no means the only 
occasion on which the missionary of Christ had cause 
to thank the might and majesty of Rome. He was 
frequently a debtor to the imperial power. Its writ 
ran everywhere through the various countries, east 
and west, to which his apostolic journeys led him. 
Its decrees and courts and magistrates were renowned 
for what a modern writer calls “the superb quality 
of justice.” Its law could be depended on to vindicate 
a wronged person, and to see t an accused person 
received a fair trial until either his guilt or his in- 
nocence was clearly established. “They were stern, 
cold rulers, those Romans of old”; but, for the most 
part, their judicial verdicts were in accordance with 
the dictates of righteousness; and Paul knew it from 
his own experience, and was grateful for it. (3) 
Thus even a government which does not frankly 
and fully acknowledge Christ may yet be regulated 
by conscience, so that it will repel and punish evil- 
doing, and come to the succor of goodness and truth 
when these are maligned and tempest-driven. Let 
us be glad of this; but let us desire what is still bet- 
ter —that government shall be confessedly Christian. 
We would fain have our statesmen and legislators, in 
their public capacity, more courageous to avow Jesus 
Christ as the supreme Author of their schemes, their 
policies, and their enactments. Then his servants 
would be sure of their help in every necessity, and 
his good and acceptable and perfect will would go 
from strength to strength among men. 


Here, finally, is a world which is strangely ignor- 
ant of the saints. 

Art thou not that Egyptian? the tribune asked Paul 
—that charlatan and mischief-maker of an Egyptian, 
who, when Felix was procurator of Palestine, led a 
great company of brigands and desperadoes out to 
the Mount of Olives, and bade the walls of Jeru- 
salem. fall down, and was ignominiously routed by 
the: Roman soldiery, and fled in fear leaving his de- 
luded followers to be slain not in tens but in hun- 
dreds? It was a quaint mistake, and nothing could 
be farther from ‘the reality. Paul’s one sword was 
the sword of the Spirit, which is the Word of God. 
His one warfare was the beautiful warfare against 
the principalities, against the powers, against the 
world-rulers of this darkness, aca the spiritual 
hosts of wickedness in heavenly places. (4) 

But the ignorance is typical. The*mistake has had 
many repetitions. The world’s notions of Christ and 
Christianity are curiously and perversely erroneous. 
It has little idea of the holy name we bear, and the 
high and gracious life to-which we are dedicated. It 
thinks us self-seeking, when, if we are true to our 
Lord, we are forgetful of self altogether; and fool- 
ish, when we are wise in the noblest sense; and 
mean-spirited, because we are content to walk hum- 
bly with our God. Well, let us so demean ourselves 
that we shall awaken not the world’s inquisitiveness 
merely, but its envy. Let us commend the name and 
the life which are so puzzling to its citizens, until 
they begin to recognize their unearthly beauty and 
to covet them for themselves. It is our task, our 
honor, and our bléssedness, to adorn the doctrine 
and the Saviour. (5)

In Boston 
recently the whole police force quit their 
trust and the mob at once began to loot 
the city. There never was a time in the 
world’s history when Religion is more 
vital for the preservation of the world 
than just now. The human heart is all 
God says it is, Jeremiah 179 and unless 
touched by the hand of Heaven that 
heart will nerve the hand to strike and 
kill. That man who does the least thing 
to prevent the progress of Christianity 
in the hearts of men is not only a traitor 
to his country but he is an enemy to his 
race —- and beneath the contempt of all 
decent and patriotic people.

. He found a place to stay and was glad 
to tell his church friends how God had 
blessed him in his work of ea to 
‘the Gentiles, some of whom had traveled 
‘to seruenien with him. 

aul visited the beautiful temple, to 
worship there and pay his vows to God. 
Some fault-finders who watched him said 
that he took his Gentile friends into the 
temple, which was not true. When Paul 
left the temple one day they arrested 
and beat him and wanted to kill him. 

The police captain heard about it and 








hurried with soldiers to stop the con- 
fusion and noise. Paul was Cone with

The captain asked Paul who he was 
and what he had done.

When Paul beckoned with his hand 
there was silence, and the 
his story until he said-that God sent him 
to preach to the Gentiles.

They were frightened, and 
said to the chief captain, Take care what 
you do, for this man is a Roman. Then 
the captain was fright ned, but he kept 
Paul in prison that night lest the crowd 
should get him. ~ 

Next day Paul’s cM.ins were loosed 
and he was taken for tria’ before the 
council. He told his story so well that 
many were sure that he ought to be 
freed, but others shouted, and said that 
he ought not to live, so th: chief cap- 
tain took him back to the castle for 
safety. 

That night the Lord stood by him and 
said, Be of good cheer, Paul, so he 
felt comforted. 

Forty of his enemies met and vowed 
that they would neither eat nor drink 
until they had killed Paul. They told 
their promise to the priests; and asked 
that the next day Paul might be brought 
down again for trial, when they wouid 
be ready 

In some way, Paul’s nephew, his sis- 
ter’s son, heard about this plot to kill 
his uncle, so he made ug his mind to 
save him if he could. st of all, he 
visited his Uncle Paul in the castle and 
told the plot. Paul called an officer and 
said, Take this young man to the chicf 
captain, for he has something to tell 
him. 

The captain seemed friendly, for he 
took his hand and led him away alone 





listened to 





and said, What have you to tell? so he 
teld the plot to kill his uncle. The cap- 
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tain said, Don’t tell any one that you 
have been to see me. We will look after 
this matter. 

Quickly he ordered a guard of two 
hundred soldiers, two hundred spear- 
men, and seventy horsemen to start that 
very night with Paul on horseback to 
take him to Caesarea for safekeeping. 
That was the place he had visited just 
before going to Jerusalem. 

Next morning they were so far on 
their journey that the soldiers and spear- 
men started back and the horsemen went 
on with Paul. They carried a letter to 
Governor Felix, in Caesarea, explaining 
Paul’s arrest. bg 2 made the journey 
safely, and those forty men lost their 
chance to get him, because Paul’s 
nephew had bravely done his part.

1. First let us make clear to our girls 
that this Jerusalem church was made up 
of converted Jews, headed James, 
who told Paul that many thousands 
among the Jews had received Christian- 
ity. But these same Christian Jews, he 
said, were “all zealous for the law,” 
believing that the strict observance of 
the Mosaic ritual, to which they had paid 

enerations-long allegiance, was still 

inding upon them. 

Out of regard for their prejudiced 
convictions James and the other elders 
(who themselves rejoiced in Paul’s min- 
istry among the Gentiles of the Greek 
and Roman world, and had written that 
liberal letter to the church at Antioch 
imposing the minimum burdens upon 
Gentile Christians) asked Paul to prove 
himself a loyal Jew by assuming a vow, 
with four other Jews, meg to the let- 
ter of the law in such cases, that all these 
Christianized Jews might know that 
Paul “walked” in good order, “keeping 
the law.” This Paul proceeded to do, 
but before the seven days of the vow 
were completed another class of Jews 
interrupted the course of events in no 
mild manner. 


2. Again let us- make clear who these 
disturbing Jews were—those from 
Asia (Antioch in Pisidia, Iconium, Lys- 
tra, and so on), who had never received 
Paul’s message, and had dogged his foot- 
steps from his very first preaching there, 
and had now followed him to Jerusalem 
to “stir up the multipude” against him, 
accusing him of being “the man that 
teacheth all men everywhere against the 
people [the Jews] and the law [Moses’] 
a“ this place [the temple in Jerusalem].”

eizing Paul in the temple itself, they 
brought this general charge against him, 
and the more specific one that he had 
brought Greeks into the temple and so 
had defiled the holy place. At once 
there was a general uproar, for of course 
there were many Jerusalem Jews who 
were not Christians ready to join in the 
persecution of one who had so power- 
fully presented the claims of the new 
Way, as well, doubtless, as many of those 
Christian Jews who doubted the wisdom 
of Paul’s method of receiving Gentiles. 

If ever a lesson text should be well 
read in class, this is the occasion; so 
have one girl in readiness to put her best 
effort into so reading it that all may see 
that wild scene just outside the splendid 
temple—the howling, frantic mob of 
accusing Jews; the rough, restraining 
Roman soldiers; the calm cause of it 
all, borne on the shoulders of the sol- 
diers, . 

Strange what an instant effect the use 
of the Greek language produced upon this 
Roman soldier, gaining for Paul a mo- 
ment’s attention to introduce himself to 
his captor. What was it in Paul’s’ face, 
manner, or speech-that gained for him 
the ready consent of this man to de- 
fend himself to the attacking mob by 
merely speaking to them? nd what 
was it in his mere gesture drom the 
stairs that silenced that yelling throng 
into “a great silence,” so that they 
heard him as he began to speak to them 
in their own Hebrew tongue? (2) | 

Surely the Spirit who had guided 
Paul so surely in all matters of his life 
and ministry did not fail now to guide 
in even such minute details as a wave 
of the hand and a tone of voice and 
the choice of which one of several lan- 
guages to use at each juncture of affairs. 
Remember that same Holy Spirit is still 
the Christian’s faithful Guide — yours, 
teacher, for this very lesson, if you will 
let Him be. (3)

AY, fellows, there’s a little thing 
tucked away in your mental equip|, 
ment which may be called your “mother-} 
wit.” Each one of you has it in greater 
or less degree. Each one of you has 
used it at some time or other. Some 
boys seem to make vigorous use of it 
playing marbles or other boyhood games, 
but lay it. aside when the serious and 
vital things of life are to be dealt with. 
I suppose it is called “mother-wit” be- 
cause every fellow’s mother endows him 
with it, and it is part and parcel with 
the quick resourcefulness so character- 
istic of mothers. Anyhow, be grateful 
for it and use it; develop it for the 
reat issues of life, for that is why 
od ordered it. 

In to-day’s lesson, in which Paul so 
skilfully handles not only the officers 
who arrest him, but also the mob clamor- 
ing for his very life, and at the same 
time gets his message across, you see a 
fine example of one who has beconie 
expert in quickly grasping a situation 
by its horns and choosing the wise thing 
to say — which, by the way, also involves 
knowing what to leave unsaid. The wise 
old man in Ecclesiastes says, “there is 
a time to keep silence, and a time to 
speak.” 

But I want you fellows to look two 
days farther along in this Paul story 
(Acts 23: 12-24), and take note of his 
young nephew. Here is a fellow who 
used his mother-wit to fine advantage 
in a great cause. There were more 
than forty Jews, so desperate in their 
determination to “get” Paul that they 
bound themselves with an oath not to eat 
nor drink until they had killed him. 
Their plans were well laid, too, for it 
would be quite possible to surprise by 
ambush an ordinary guard carrying Paul 
to the Council hearing. But this boy — 
Paul’s sister’s son — had his ear and his 
eye open and managed to catch wind of 
the plot. We coat know how he did it; 
we ohly know he did. 

Losing no time he got the news to 
Paul—then through the tactful handling 
of himself got before the chief captain 
with it; with the result that 470 Roman 
soldiers that night, armed to the teeth, 
quietly escorted Paul out of Jerusalem, 
and took him safely to Caesarea. More- 
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over, the chief captain told the boy to say 
no more about the matter, and he proved 
as good at keeping his mouth shut as he 
been discreet in opening it. 
Fellows, we don’t even know his name. 
The record does not give it, but what 


\ does it-matter? God knew his name and 


we he was competent to do that quiet 
effective piece.of.service. : There are 


a number of nameless heroes in the Bible | 


—nameless to us, because their names 
were not recorded. Their deeds were 
so much more worth telling than their 
names. I think of that intrepid youth 
who was Jonathan’s armorbearer. Jona- 
than proposed that these two alone 
should attack a whole garrison of. the 
Philistines, ack what did he do? Pro- 
test, in fright, that two men would sim- 
ply be committing suicide to attempt 


such a thing? 

Bless you, no. Listen to him: “Do all 
that is in thine heart; turn thee} be- 
hold, I am with thee according to thy 
heart.” And the very daring of these 
two men made the Philistines think there 
must be a host behind them and they fled 
before them in terror. The Lord wrought 
a mighty victory for Saul’s army that 
day through the willingness of this name- 
less young man to stand by his master 
in a seemingly impossible undertaking, 

Then I think of that nameless Egyp- 
tian who piloted David and his men 
through the wilderness of Judah to 
where the Amalekites wege drinking and 
dancing in their exultation over the 
spoils of Ziklag, which piloting, at the 
risk of his own head, enabled David to 
destroy them and to recover his two 
wives and all the men, women, and 
children who had been taken from Zik- 
lag by the invaders. Nameless, but 
mightily used. 

What does it all mean, fellows? Well, 
this, at least—and it is big enough to live 
for and to suffer for if need be: God 
made you and me to fit somewhere in 
his’ great plan and to perform some par- 
ticular task that will make a link in 
the chain of his mighty works. It may 
be an inconspicuous task. Our name 
may not get into the daily papers — no, 
not even in the intimate and detailed 
record that is made; but let it be our 
ambition that our service shall be ac- 
ceptable and worthy of record in the 
Lamb’s Book of Life, and that our names 
are written there, and that the new name 
which God shall put in the foreheads of 
all his faithful ones, even his own

T IS very clear that your church has 

not as yet a proper conception of its 
Sunday-school. The Sunday-school is 
under the direct control of the church, 
and the superintendent of the Sunday- 
school should be elected by the church, 
and not by the Sunday-school. If this 
had been done, you would not have 
the difficulty you have now. I cannot 
help, however, expressing a little admira- 
tion for the girl eighteen years of 
age who is ready to step in and do this 
work when she is asked to do it. The 
men who sit idly by and feel that some- 
thing ought to be done should see that 
the school is put into the-proper rela- 
tion to the church.

HE present recognized allocation of 
the members of the Sunday-school is 
as follows: : 

There should be four divisions in 
every Sunday-school. The first three 
of these include scholars of all ages 
and their teachers; the fourth division 
includes simply the general officers of 
the school, The divisions are as fol- 
lows: 

1. Children’s Division, including ages 
from birth to eleven, inclusive. 

2. Young People’s Division, . including 
ages twelve to twenty-four, inclusive. 

3: Adult Division, including all above 
twenty-four. 

4- School Administration Division, in- 
cluding all general. officers; that is, all 
officers whose relation’ is* the same to 
| all departments of the -school, 

Each division is made up of depart- 
ments, and the departments are as fol- 


lows : 


Children’s Division: 
| 4. Cradle Roll—birth to three, in- 
cluding the three-year-olds. 

2. Beginners — ages 4 and 5. 

3. Primary — ages 6, 7, and 8. 

4. Junior —ages 9, 10, and 11. 
Young People’s Division: 

1. Intermediate — ages 12, 13, and 14; 

Senior — ages 15, 16, and 17; Young 
People —ages 18 to 24, inclusive, 
Adult Division: 
_ This division is not so clearly divided 
into departments. The Home Depart- 
ment belongs in this division, likewise 
the Parent-Training Department and 
Organized Adult Bible Classes. 

The General Administration Division 
has no separate departments.

The noon hour has the disadvantage 
of comi so near dinner time that 
many find it inconvenient to attend.
